The. council is con- 
sidering: approval of a new for- 
mat of -student government, 
modeled after the one at Cer- 
ritos. 

The Cerritos government has 
an executive, judicial and legis- 
lative branch and is unique in 
California junior colleges. 

Logan, who recently stepped 
in as the Cerritos ASB president, 
said their government went into 
effect the last two weeks of 
school last year. 

“If we had it to do over, I 
think we would have started in 
the middle of the year;’’ Logan 
said. ‘‘The fall of the school year 
is the most important time be- 
cause most of your big events 
occur then. We had a few prob- 
lems at first but we got ‘them 
straightened out.” 

Logan later urged students not 
to let petty disagreements enter 
into the debate over the proposed 
constitution. 

Four of the eight members of 
the Government Revision Com- 
mittee were present to answer 
questions from the El Don staff.

Bill of Rights Address 


Sixth Draft 
Distributed —

Student Council distributed: 
41 Tuesday the sixth draft of a pro- 
‘ posed constitution for adoption 
next: semester at Santa Ana Col- 
lege. 

Dan Weaver, ASB president, 
introduced student body officers 
from Cerritos College where a 
similar constitution has been in 
effect three months. They also 
attended a special El Don press 
conference held following coun- 
cil’s adjournment. 

“After many discussions and 
six drafts, The Government. Re- 
vision Committee will meet Sun- 
day to reject or accept this lat- - 
est draft of the proposed consti- 
tution. It is expected they will 
seek student council approval 
next Tuesday,” éxplained Wea- — 
ver. 

Ratification has been proposed 
for a campus election Dec. 11, 
with a simple majority of’ all 
those voting required for pass- 
age. If ratified, the constitution 
shall take effect January 24, 
1964.

Anyone For By-Laws? 
_ Like the legend, the dike supporting the adoption of 
a sey. constitution at Santa Ana College has sprung a few 
leaks. ; 

Loopholes and dissension among government revis- 
ion committee members embarrassingly reveal the inept- 
ness with which ASB leaders “hurry” through a constitu- 
tion modeled after a similar document in effect only three 
months at Cerritos College in Norwalk. 

:>Paramount among issues plaguing the “Cerritos 
Plan” is the lack of a new set of by-laws. Evidently, none 
“are planned until the constitution is adopted, when the - 

newly-created Senate will whip up new by-laws. 

This is comparable to submitting half a constitution 
for voter approval. It stifles not only the effectiveness of 
the proposed document, but seriously hampers next 
spring’s election. 

Committee member Dave Hughes said if the “Cerri- 
tos Plan” is approved, elections would be held for BONA‘ noald be’ elected. slice the cur 
tors governed by the present constitution. Then he realiz- rent government would no longer 
ed the present document covers no such office. exist. 

Wading into the quicksand further, Dan Wooldridge 
said elections would be held under the new constitution, 
but the present by-laws would stay in effect.

He then contradicted himself to hastily say an elec- 
tion clause would be added to the new constitution. The 
reason for omitting same, he stated earlier, was to keep 
future revision to the by-laws and not the body of the 
constitution. 

Confusing, isn’t it? Eight weeks of constitution plan- 
ning and not one thought to by-laws. : é 

This is only one of many sour notes the committee 
will have to remove before the “Cerritos Plan” belongs 
at the top of the hit parade. The “rushing” factor alone 
requires all Dons to think twice before giving ita spin at 
Santa.

He .cited another prob'em that 
will be solved by the TV: the 
possibility of an experiment not 
working the first time. 

“In an on-the-stop presenta- 
tion, thére is no time to repeat 
an experiment,” Hayes explained. 
“Tf the experiment is taped, 
however, it may be repeated 
many times until a satisfactory
